Tuition  guarantee 
deadline  extended 
for  area  residents 

Chieftain  Reports 
Although  the  deadline  for  application  for  the 
County  Guaranteed  Tuition  grants  and  state  finan- 
cial aid  has  been  extended  to  Sept.  15,  students 
who  are  attending  Itawamba  Community  College 
for  the  2014  fall  semester  are  encourage  to  apply 
as  soon  as  possible,  according  to  Bob  Walker, 
director  of  financial  aid  and  Veteran's  Education 
Benefits. 

The  County  Guaranteed  Tuition  program  is 
available  for  eligible  students  for  up  to  four  con- 
secutive semesters  at  ICC,  and  applicants  can  pur- 
sue any  degree  or  certificate  program  at  the 
College.  "Although  the  program  covers  only 
tuition,  there  is  no  income  requirement  on  the 
grant,"  Walker  said. 

GED  recipients  from  Chickasaw,  Itawamba, 
Monroe  and  Pontotoc  counties  are  also  eligible. 

Amounts  vary  by  county,  and  some  counties 
may  offer  an  additional  book  stipend,  ICC's 
Student  Aid  office  can  provide  specific  amounts. 
Any  other  Federal,  state  and  scholarship  aid 
awarded  will  apply  first,  and  if  the  balance  from 
these  sources  does  not  exceed  the  maximum 
award  amount,  the  CGTP  will  fill  the  unmet  gap, 
Walker  said. 

In  order  to  receive  any  type  of  student  aid 
including  the  County  Tuition  Guarantee  grant, 
students  must  first  complete  the  Free  Application 
for  Federal  Student  Aid,  which  is  available  at 
www.fafsa.gov.  Walker  said  that  ICC's  Student 
Aid  offices  are  available  to  assist  with  the  comple- 
tion of  the  form. 

Those  who  wish  to  apply  for  the  CGT  program 
or  any  other  type  of  student  aid  should  access 
ICC's  website,  www.iccms.edu  or  visit  one  of 
ICC's  Student  Aid  offices,  which  are  located  in 
the  Student  Services  Buildings  on  both  campuses.

ICC    is    partnering  with 
HigherOne  in  a  refund  process 
that  allows  participants  three 
options. 

Students  have  a  choice  as  to 
how  they  will  receive  their 
refund,  according  to  Sandi 
South,  Fulton  Campus  business 
manager. 

The  process  begins  with 


ICC's  sending  refund  informa- 
tion and  wiring  the  funds  neces- 
sary to  HigherOne,  which  will 
disburse  refunds  based  on  the 
preference  selected  by  the  stu- 
dent, South  said. 

Students  may  choose  from 
refund  options  including  a  paper 
check,  debit  card  or  direct 
deposit. 

The  ICC  Choice  Card  will  be 


mailed  to  all  who  enroll  at  ICC 
in  a  neon  green  envelope. 
Students  should  not  throw  away 
the  card,  South  said,  even 
though  they  don't  expect  to 
receive  a  refund  during  the  cur- 
rent semester.

"In  reading  the  pro- 
gram, I  noticed  that 
many  of  you  are  gradu- 
ating with  honors," 
Childs  said.  "Many  of 
you  are  Phi  Theta 
Kappa  members,  such 
as  Sarah  Guess,  who 
was  the  recipient  of  the 
Distinguished  Chapter 
officer  award,  an  inter- 
national honor." 

"I  know  how  hard 
many  of  you  have 
worked  to  reach  this 
place  today,"  Childs 
said,  citing  the  exam- 
ple of  one  student  who 
works  30  hours  a  week 
in  a  restaurant. 

This  is  the  first  class 
under  the  leadership  of 
Mike  Eaton,  who 
became  president  last 
July  1.  "Mike  Eaton  is 
something  special," 
Childs  noted.  "He  has 
been  a  winner.  He  has 
won  both  state  and 
division  champi- 
onships. After  a  stellar 
career  in  coaching,  he 
moved  into  administra- 
tion and  has  been  a  part 
of  every  major  under- 
taking here."

He  challenged  the 
graduates  to  set  worthy 
goals,  continue  to  pre- 
pare and  to  always  give 
their  best.

will  be  bumps  along 
the  way  as  you  go 
through  life."

"Anchor  yourself 
with  preparation," 
Childs  urged.  "Never 
give  up,  and  the  anchor 
will  hold  through  all  of 
the  stormy  seas  that 
you  encounter. 
Remember  who  you 
are,  where  you  came 
from  and  those  who 
helped  you  along  the 
way.  Keep  on  win- 
ning." 

Childs  is  a  former 
teacher,  assistant  foot- 
ball coach  and  offen- 
sive coordinator  at 
ICC,  where  he  is  a  for- 
mer member  and  chair- 
man of  the  Foundation 
Board,  as  well  as  a  for- 
mer member  and  chair- 
man of  the  Mississippi 
State  Board  for 
Community  Colleges. 

Denotee  Martin  of 
New  Albany,  who 
established  Denotee 
Martin  Contractors, 
Inc.  and  is  the  owner  of 
several  businesses  in 
northeast  Mississippi 
and  Tennessee,  spoke 
to  the  A.A.S.  degree 
and  certificate  recipi- 
ents during  the  3  p.m.

ICC  establishes  scholarship 
just  for  adult  learners 


Chieftain  Reports 
Adult  learners  who  will 
attend  classes  at  Itawamba 
Community  College  during  the 
2014  fall  semester  and  who 
have  not  been  enrolled  in  col- 
lege for  the  previous  two  years 
have  an  opportunity  to  apply  for 
the  Adult  Learner  Incentive 
Scholarship. 

The  scholarship  is  designed 
to  provide  an  incentive  for  new 
or  returning  students,  age  23  or 
older,  not  enrolled  in  college  for 
the  previous  two  years,  to  enroll 
in  classes  and  pursue  a  degree, 
according  to  Buddy  Collins, 
vice  president  of  Student 
Services. 

"The  Adult  Learner  Incentive 
Scholarship  is  designed  to  pro- 
vide needed  financial  assistance 
to  encourage  adult  learners  to 
enter  or  re-enter,"  Collins  said. 
"We  are  aware  that  many  adult 
learners  face  financial  chal- 
lenges, and  we  hope  that  this 


scholarship  will  be  the  catalyst 
for  them  to  enroll  or  return  to 
ICC.  A  college  degree  will 
enable  them  to  be  more  compet- 
itive in  today's  global  econo- 
my." 

The  scholarship  provides 
half-tuition  for  one  semester. 
Criteria  for  selection  include 
Mississippi  resident,  enrollment 
in  a  minimum  of  six  semester 
hours,  meeting  admission 
requirements  and  in  good  stand- 
ing with  ICC.  The  application 


deadline  is  the  first  day  of  class- 
es, Aug.  18. 

A  limited  number  of  scholar- 
ships will  be  awarded  by  the 
date  of  application,  Collins  said. 
The  scholarship  cannot  be  com- 
bined with  other  ICC  institu- 
tional scholarships. 

To  apply,  those  interested 
may  complete  an  Adult  Learner 
Incentive  Scholarship  applica- 
tion, which  is  available  in  the 
Student  Affairs  offices  on  both 
the  Fulton  and  Tupelo  campus- 
es; on  ICC's  website, 
www.iccms.edu,  or  by  calling 
(662)  862-8254.  Applicants 
must  also  complete  the  Federal 
Application  for  Student  Aid 
(FAFSA)  before  the  scholarship 
deadline.

McMillin,  president  of

5.  Curiosity  —  Always 
desire  to  know  more. 

6.  Honesty  — 
Communicate  with  integri- 
ty. Never  fail  to  give  credit 
where  credit  is  due. 

7.  Humility  — 
Admitting  that  we  don't 
know  is  okay. 

"We  must  practice  these 
habits  on  a  daily  basis," 
McMillin  cautioned.
